The flames could be 
seen plainly from G ettysburg. 


The barn 
contained the season’s 
crops, consist ng 
of 800 bushels of 
wheat, ard straw , 250 bushels of oats. 
BOO bushels of rye and about 25 to rs of 
bay, all of which was consumed, to 
gather w ith tw o horses, four mules, 
nine cows, 
one bull, seveu bogs and 
150 chickens which we e in the stable 
and adjacent buildings. 
A num ber 
of the farm ing im plem ents were saved 
from the flames, but a separator, wind 
m ill and sleigh were am cng the a r­ 
ticles which cou'd no* be removed. 
I he file 
was 
discovered shortly 
after IO o ’clock by persons in the v i­ 
cinity, who ran to the premises to 
alarm the fam ily of the levant Law 
rence Keller, all of whom were asleep, 
unconscious of the destruction 
tieing 
wrought. 
By reason of tne hay and

flames over the large structure, and 
the headway gained before the fire was 
discovered, it was found use ess to at 
tem pt to save any of the bu*Ming*.

President of Reading Railway In Unit­ 


ed States Suit Declares There Is No 
Agreement to Regulate Prices—Says 
He Prevented Bigger Raise After 
Strike In 1902. 


Philadelphia. S ep t 28. — Sweeping 
denials of the allegations m ade by the 
governm ent in its suit against the an ­ 
thracite roads, charging conspiracy in 
restraint of trade and to control the 
price of a necessity, ware made by 
George F. Baer, president of the Read­ 
ing railway. 
For four hours Mr. Baer was on the 
stand, and most of the time was occu­ 
pied by him in explaining and inter­ 
preting the policy of the road con­ 
cerning the anthracite trade. 
He de­ 
clared the different coal roads have no 
agreem ent to regulate prices. 
The proceedings, which were con­ 
tinued before a m aster, were held In 
the 
federal 
building. 
For 
several 
months these hearings have been in 
progress, either here or in New Y'ork, 
and President Baer’s appearance has 
brought the testim ony near to a close. 
Says He Prevented Bigger Raise. 
Mr. Baer declared, most im portant 
of all, that It had been he who wanted 
to hold down the price of coal after 
the strike in 19<»2. when rapacious op­ 
erating interests were eager to ad­ 
vance it to tho full limit of what the 
public would bear. 
After the strike, 
Mr. Baer said, it was figured that at 
least 75 cents a ton should be added 
to the price to the consumer, in order 
to cover tho additional cost, including 
the advance In wages. 
But Mr. Baer wouldn’t let more than 
50 cents a ton to be added, he said. 
The operating profits on the mining 
of anthracite. Mr. Baer declared, are 
20 cents a ton to the Philadelphia & 
Reading Coal and Iron company. 
No 
inquiry was made by the government 
as to the extent of the profit made by 
the railroad on tho hauling of the coal 
Mr. Baer enunciated, in the course 
of his testimony, one rem arkable law 
which he declared to be an invariable 


la w of economics. This was that the 
price of the entire supply of any com­ 
modity to the community will be regu­ 
lated by the cost of production of that 
portion of the whole supply which is 
produced at the greatest expense. And 
he reasoned that the cost of anthra 
cite production being highest in the 
Schuylkill region, the cost there must 
regulate the price of all anthracite to 
the consumer. 
Inferentially, he argued that the rea 
son all anthracite is up to the high 
m ark 
fixed 
by 
conditions 
in 
the 
Schuylkill region, is that other oper­ 
ators take advantage of this to obtain 
like prices, although their cost of pro 
duction is considerably lower. W heth­ 
er this would be true only where there 
was a combination, was one of the 
many questions that Attorney Mc Rey­ 
nolds did not ask.

Burning Barn. 
W est Chester. Pa., Sept. 28.—Since 
the destruction of both house and barn 
at the hands of an incendiary' on the 
place of Henry Jacobs, of Franklin 
township, a few days ago nothing has 
been seen of the aged owner, who was 
eighty years old. 
He was seen in the barn at the time 
of the discovery of the fire, and it is 
believed he fired the buildings and 
then rushed into the barn to meet 
death intentionally. 
For some time, his relatives say, he 
had been acting strangely, and it is 
believed his mind became unbalanced. 


TAKE MILLIONS TO CANADA 


U. 8. Emigrants Carry $80,000,000 Over 
the Border. 
Ottawa. Out.. Sept. 28.—During the 
last fiscal year the em igration from 
the United States to Canada was the 
largest on record and even exceeded 
the number of arrivals from Great 
Britain. 
They are chiefly experienced 
agriculturalists with capital. 
Practically 60.000 Americans entered 
Canada, and every man, woman and 
child was possessed on an average of 
$1000 in stock, cash and effects, m ean­ 
ing that they brought into Canada very 
nearly $60,000,000.

five little girls and eight boys, all 
ranging from seven to ten years in 
age. 
The school is a stone’s throw from 
an Italian church which had obtained 
a permit to set off fireworks during a

A rumor got out 
last week among the children in lower 
Jersey City schools that threats b ai 
b*f*n made to blow up the schools with 
dynam ite 
The children of St. An­ 
thony’s school have been particularly 
nervous about it, and when the bombs 
went off suddenly they ran shrieking 
fr<im their recitation rooms into the 
halls and down the stairways. There 
a ri two street doorways, but one of 
them was closed. 
At the closed en­ 
trance there occurred a disastrous 
jam 
Here several of the sm aller chil 
dren were tram pled Into unconscious­ 
ness while others ran back into the 
building and sprang through open win­ 
dows fifteen feet to an areaway below. 
Policemen and passersby, attracted 
by the cries rushed to the scene, hut 
order was not restored until fourteen 
children had been seriously kerf. 


FATALLY SHOT BY ROBBER 


Resisted Masked Highwayman Wha

TOO MANY BAD EGOS. 
The egg and chicken business of tbs 
country 
during 
1906 
amounted 
to 
about $050,000,000, making It one of 
the most Important Items of farm rev­ 
enue. 
But for many years psst there 
has beeo an enormous loss, though 
small In any individual case, ss a re­ 
sult of the Inferior quality of eggs 
which were put on the market. With 
the purpose of Auding out Just what 
these losses were due to the bureau of 
animal husbandry of the agricultural 
deiuirtmeut at 
Washington 
has the 
past year made a study of the problem 
and tu a bulletin recently published 
gives a summary of Its findings, which 
should 
be read carefully 
by 
every 
chicken raiser in the country. The In­ 
vestigator. Mr Hastings, finds that of 
the eggs produced In the country In 
1908 there was a loss of 17 per cent 
between nest and table. Itemized as 
follows: Dirty eggs. 2 j*er cent; break­ 
age. 2 per cent; chick development or 
heated eggs. 5 per cent; rotten eggs. 
2.5 per cent; shrunken or held eggs. 5 
per 
cent; 
moldy 
or 
bad 
flavored 
TS per cent. 
The loss from chick de­ 
velopment seems to be the chief source 
of loss, e«i>eclally In the south arid 
west, where It amounts to 25 or 80 per 
cent during the bested season. To pre 
vent this Mr. Hastings asserts that a 
campaign of education Is necessary 
which will make etery farmer's wife 
realize that when eggs are left In 
damp nests under broody hens or In 
hot kitchens there is a loss In quality 
which in the end mesne a money loee 
to herself and her neighbors, while a 
system 
of 
buying 
eggs 
should 
be 
adopted which will give each producer 
full value for Just what his eggs are 
worth. The rule should bs Infallible to 
market eggs as soon as possible after 
they are laid. The greatest handicap 
In th© egg trade Is found to be the 
practice followed in the general store 
of bartering merchandise for eggs. In 
which transaction the merchant reck­ 
ons his profit on goods ss more than 
his loss on egg*. Under this arrange­ 
ment he Is unable or does not try to 
enforce Improvement upon hts patrons 
by buying «*n a quality basis, and so 
long a* be d<»e* not and strictly fresh 
eggs fetch no more than stale the 
seller lins un in« enttve to exercise care 
aside from his own conscience
